Here, then, it in el lent admitted, without 
circumlocution, that women cannot have equal 
paj with men, until they can vote. The old 
excuse lor giving women less salsriea than men, 
that they did not work an well fails utterly in 
view of tbe testimony of Mr. Hpmner and 
others to the remar kabls efficiency of women in 
all branuheti of the departments in which they are 
employed. And the opponents of this tardy 
justice — oh ! God of Justice, that it should 
have any opponent** -are driven at last to own 
that the reason why they will not give women 
equal wages with men tor equal work, is be- 
cause they have not equal political power. One 
would think that every man present at this de- 
bate, possessing the smallest kindness of heart* 
would have gone out from it an advocate of 
Woman Huffiage. The cause of the poor girls 
was lost, of course. They must work on am hard 
as men at half pay or two -third* their pay. 
their aex availing them no jot to lighten their 
labors, bat very mnch to lighten tbeir purses. 

The women who advocate suffrage bars been 
called foolish for claiming that the ballot would 
ever he of any real use to women, or affoct them 
in the great vital question of work and w^ea— 
and yet here is a direct acknowledgment in Con- 
gress that it is the want of suffrage aloes which 
dentes justice to these female clerks ; and can 
any r.ne doubt that when women can vote, 
and in consequence are paid according to 
merit and not according to aex tn all planes 
where political power has any control, notably 
all branches ot public science and school teach- 
ing. it will go a long wax toward establishing 
the same principle of Justin* in compensation

M. K. Wmdt — M r* Ma- 
tilda F. Wendt, editor of tbe Nm* JsJ, tbe 
German Woman’s Rights paper of this city, 
delivered an elaborate and very interesting lec- 
ture on tbe “ Moral Del i reran o* of Mankind, 
before (he German Beading Club, at No. 900 
Third Avenne, last mgbt. Sb* argued that tbe 
moral deliverance of mankind would be achieved 
by Woman's Rights— that is, her political and 
social equality with man. She said that no 
theoretical arguments could be brought to bear 
a amst Woman's Right*, and that tbe argu- 
ment* brought forward to show that Woman s 
Hulftage was impracticable, were unsound. Bbe 
enumerated the several arguments, and endea- 
vored to refute them in a very able manner. 
Hhe claimed that every woman ought to be en- 
titled and eoabled to support herself by her 
own work, so that she may not be compelled to 
marry for the purpose of being supported by 
her hnsbsnd. Tbe advocate* of entire equal 
rights for woman in tbe family, the skate, end 
in society, were aiming at tbe moral perfection 
and bodily improvement of the bumaa race. 
By Women's Rights intellectual progress would 
be secured. The struggle tor these nghts was 
a holy and sublime one. Tbe lecturer con- 
cluded with the hope that by tbe progreas of 
civilisation Woman's Rights, or tbe complete 
liberty of all mankind, would become establish- 
ed — New Fork Tim**.
